1.  2016-10 K Anthony Irby recommended application be approved and submitted for participation in the 
Transition in Place Program up to $10,000 that provides up to six month housing assistance and 
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supportive services. Anthony Irby recommends applicant apply for disability compensation. Carol 
Culbertson seconded the motion, and the motion carried unanimously. 

 
2.  2016-10 L Randy Meyer moved to recommend application be approved as requested for assistance 

with two months for rent only. Anthony Irby recommends applicant revisit VA exam and disability 
claim and apply for caregiver benefits. Raphael Ahmed seconded the motion, and the motion carried 
unanimously. 

 
3.  2016-06 B Thomas Troxell moved to recommend application be partially approved as for five month’s 

storage only. The Committee noted if applicant submits bill or invoice for auto repair maintenance the 
committee will approve within reason all four tires replaced for vehicle. Randy Meyer seconded the 
motion, and the motion carried unanimously. 

 
4.  2015-07 J TIP Raphael Ahmed moved to recommend application be submitted and approved for the 

remainder of participation in the Transition in Place Program up to $10,000 that provides up to six 
month housing assistance and supportive services. The Committee recommends applicant attends 

VA appointment scheduled for December 7th, 2016. Thomas Troxell seconded the motion, and the 
motion carried unanimously. 

 
5.  2016-10 A Anthony Irby moved to recommend application be amended to included two additional 

months of awarded assistance from the MFRF Advisory Meeting held on October 18th, 2016. Raphael 
Ahmed requested to see income of significant other or paystub. Anthony Irby seconded the motion, 
and the motion carried unanimously. 

 
6.  2016-10 O Larry Struck moved to recommend application be approved as requested for three months 

of rent, water, electric, and gas only. Raphael Ahmed seconded the motion, and the motion carried 
unanimously. 

 
7.  2016-10 J Anthony Irby moved to recommend application be approved for three months of rent, SRP, 

auto insurance, and auto only. The Committee recommends applicant attend VA appointed exams 
and provide documentation. Randy Meyer seconded the motion, and the motion carried unanimously. 

 
8.  2010-06 C 11-10-16 Randy Meyer moved to recommend application be denied. The Committee 

stated the applicant increased expenses and is living beyond means by moving into a larger more 
expensive house that is double the cost of previous applications, the applicant has purchased a brand 
new  truck,  and  the  applicant  needs  to  reevaluate  expenses  and  eliminate  unnecessary  costs. 
Thomas Troxell seconded the motion, and the motion carried unanimously.
